As newly-elected school directors, supervisors, 
commissioners, and council members take on 
duties in December and January, they’ll take in 
that time-honored tradition which many boards 
hold sacred — the executive session. 


Iii Seclusion 


Here the boards meet, ostensibly to discuss 
only those matters which are not properly part 


of the open meeting, but in actuality (so we’re 
told—at least in the majority of cases) to thrash 
out differences in seclusion so they can present a 
united front (or amicable one) in the public 
meeting. 


roo often ixia rd meetings are cut and dried, 
even on seemingly big issues, with little or no 
debate and discussion, merely the vote—and often 
unanimous. What conclusion is one to draw but 
thai all the “m eat” of the issue was thrashed 
out in private? 


Executive sessions, as defined by Lower Bucks 
boards, are attended by board members, solici­ 


tors, and invited persons diiectly involved in the 
issues at hand. The general public, together with 
the press, is “not welcome.’’ 
It s All Legal 


It’s all quite legal, according to competent 
legal authorities, but the sad part is the citi­ 
zenry misses the issues really at stake. What is 
often presented to them is the facade of general 
agreement—they’re denied the background and 
heart of the matter. 


School boards seem particularly addicted to 
this pastime, perhaps because, as one observer 
speculated, school people (administrators and 


board members) are overly-worried about their 
image. They just don’t want outsiders to think 
all is not rosy in educational^. 


Whatever their motives, some boards are forever 
adjourning during the public sessions for private 
confabs. Not all boards (governmental as well as 
school) hold secret sessions; some apparently 
have no concern about airing verbal thrusts in 
public. And, of course, every once in a while a 
board member—apparently unsatisfied with his 
treatment behind closed doors—throws a curve

August, 1944, has been suspend­ 
ed from his post as police in­ 
spector in Vienna pending in­ 
vestigation of his activities in 
Holland during World War ll, 
it was announced today. 
An interior ministry spokes­ 
man said Inspector Karl Silber- 
bauer, 52, admitted he was the 
German police officer who a r ­ 
rested the Jewish girl, who died 
later in a Nazi concentration 
camp. 
The spokesman quoted Silber 


Silberbauer, an Austrian po­ 
lice officer before the war, was 
taken over by the G erm an state 
police after the occupation of 
Austria and rejoined the Aus­ 
trian force after the war. He 
was suspended for several years 
because of his form er m em ber­ 
ship in the Nazi party, but he 
was acquitted in a 1952 court 
trial as an ex-nazi. 
His rank as inspector is the 
second lowest in the Austriar 
police force. 
Silberbauer was tracked down 
by Simon Wiesenthal, head of
